Pearl Carpet Really Exists. 


. But that such a thing as a pearl car- 
pet could exist outside ficllon would 
be a tas on credulity, did It not actually 
hang on the wall of the Xuzcrlingli 
palace at Bnroda. This relic of a pnst 
era of.bizarre extravagance Is de- 
scribed as 8x0 feet. Three large dia- 
,mond flower patterns form the center; 
32 smaller diamond patterns, and 1.2GO 
rubles, 5C9 emeralds In flower designs 
form the border; the remaining por- 
tion of the carpet is composed of seed 
pearls, .although in places along the 
,'outer edge they have been removed 
and replaced by glass beads. A more 
absurd and useless object, opart from 
,.lta monetary value, would be hard to 
^nd even in India. But, If we hark 
back to the time before the rich gem 
mines, the extensive pearl fisheries on 
the west coast and on the Island of 
Ceylon had been exhausted, when they 
were yielding their tressore by the 
buctetful,- If takes Httje effort of the 
Imagination to picture an eastern po- 
tentate, laden with Jewels until be 
could scarcely sustain their weight, re-

The "Garland of Delight" has 


blazed nn Imperishable trail through 
tho history of eastern romance, which 
Is ever akin to tragedy.. It was worn 
secretly tor a. brief span by Clul Saffn,- 
the "White Rose." a beautiful, dancing 
girl whose story bears repenting. She 
was the mistress of Dnra, who was n 
brother of 
Kmpcror Aurnnjizeb, the 


last of the four great Moguls. Dura 
nnd Aur:uigze!>,. sons of-Shah Julian, 
were botli ambitious to sit on the Pea- 
cock throne. -. But 
Anrnngzcl], .nick- 


nnrnert..!!^ '.'While Snake" liecauso-he 
was horn with a curiously white skin, 
after he had removed all obslncles, In- 
cluding his brother, managed event«al- 
ly to coll himself on the cushions of 
(he Peacock throne. After Dara's death 
the emperor seized his brother's pos- 
sessions.
